The old age pension act will be in 


full force in Great Britain 
from 


January 1, 1909, but already it has 
been productive of some surprises. 
Already quite a number of people who 
possess considerable capital are ask- 
ing for pensions. One man had ?5,150 
in consols, but the income from this 
was not sufficient to debar him from a 
pension. Others are admittedly worth 
from $2,500 up to $5,000, and yet they 
are eligible for pensions under the 
act. .In.Ireland it was calculated that 
there were 184,000 persons over sev- 
enty years of age, and as 32,000 were 
debarred because they were receiv- 
ing aid from the poor fund, it left only 
152,000 who would be able to claim 
pensions. 
But already 193,000 per- 


sons have applied, and will probably 
receive pensions. 
Another disagree- 


able fact has also developed. 
The 


Southwestern railway and the Duke 
of Westminster have both been pay- 
ing small pensions to a limited num- 
ber of old servants. Both the railway 
smd the duke have now notified all 
their pensioners who are over seventy 
years of age, that they must apply 
at once to the government, as the pri- 
vate pensions will cease immediately. 
This is a 'development wholly un- 
looked for. However, in spite of 
these drawbacks, the pension scheme 
vill probably become permanent, and 
ts deficiencies will probably be cor- 
rected, as far as possible, by future 
egislation.

broken a long-standing precedent in 
promoting John S. Considine, of Co- 
lumbus, Pa., to become assistant su- 
pervisor. Mr. Considine had previous- 
ly been a track foreman which may 
be considered the highest rank of 
non-commissioned 
officers 
on 
the 


road. 
An ordinary laborer 
could 


eventually become-a track foreman, 
but it has not been the policy of the 
company to promote track foremen to 
a higher rank. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has em- 


ployed graduates of technical institu- 
tions both in its maintenance of way 
and mechanical departments, to be 
trained for promotion to the important 
positions. 
A graduate civil engineer 


was employed as a rodman, and was 
considered in direct line for positions 
of assistant supervisor, supervisor, as- 
iistant engineer, superintendent, gen- 
eral, superintendent, general manager 
or vice president. In like manner me- 
chanical engineers were given a spe- 
cial course of training for the motive 
power department. Outside of these 
two lines of promotion it had been im- 
possible to rise beyond certain limits 
m the operating department. 


Realizing that many employes who 


hav« not had the advantages of a col- 
lege education, apply themselves so 
diligently to their work that they ac- 
quire a proficiency which should be 
recognized, the management has been 
carefully observing the work of all 
grades of men in the service -with a 
view to promoting those who showed 
exceptional-ability, no matter what 
their start with tho company bad 
been.
